By Order in Council P.C. 1962-925 of 28th June, 
1962, approval was granted for installation of an industrial 
spur at Mile 49.06, Valleyfield Subdivision, Parish of 
Ste. Cecile, near Valleyfield, Quebec; 


St. Lawrence Fertilizers Limited has acquired 25 
acres of land immediately adjacent to and east of a plant 
of Canadian Electrolytic Zine Limited, on which it is 
constructing a plant with a capital investment of $9,500,000, 
the same to be in production in 1966 and to be served by 
private sidings, within the plant area measuring 4,220'. 
In order to reach the plant site, the Canadian National 
Railways propose to construct a further spur track having a 
length of 835' connecting with the existing spur referred 
to above and shown coloured red on railway plan L= 136A 
dated revised December 17, 1965. To accomplish such con- 
struction it is necessary for the Railway to acquire, at a 
cost of $7500, 125,034 sq. ft. of privately owned land 
and shown coloured green on said railway plan L-136A. 

The estimated cost of construction of the additional spur, 
at Railway prices, exclusive of the right-of-way, totals 
$11,618. The Railway has secured a contribution of $3,000 
from the St. Lawrence Fertilizers Company and as there is 
a possibility the City of Valleyfield will subsequently 
establish facilities in the vicinity which require private 
siding services, the Railway has also secured a promise 
from the said City to contribut $2500 towards the cost of 
purchasing the required right-of-way. 


When operating at full capacity, it is anticipated 
that the St. Lawrence Fertilizers Limited plant will produce 
100,000 tons per year with gross annual outbound revenue to 
the Railway of approximately $584,000 per annum, with a 
possibility of inbound movement of between $66,000 and 
$150,000 per year; and

the location of the industrial spur track, aforesaid,
